donol In the intoro.-it of the peaco and 
good government of the cDuntry anil tho 
wellbcing of tho Indians, who will aak 
to have a quesl^ion which would iavolro sd 
many critical point.s, a variance on any 
one of which nii;4ht disturb tlio peaceful 
relaiioiis of thu Indians with thu yovern- 
moiit, reopened ? NVo wnnld concede 
much to live at |>oaen wilh tribes th.il liav i' 
otnorgcd from tluiir oriijinal condil ion of 
barhari.sin, and havo adopted oiviliz.iil 
liabita; hut thoro are tiinca whou o"ii 
coaaion i.i only another name I'.'r 
cowardice. 'I'lio !).iiiiiiiinii ^;nverninent 
tloclinc to iiiturfei'o in the AleLlakidithi 
iimttei', and tins fjovcrninent have aa- 
Buniod Iho entire rojpon.iibility. Wo 
freely confess that theru is reaion to be- 
lieve" that the condition of thinyi has 
boon exiiL^^cratod by ri^jiorta that have 
reached llio caiucal ; but, notwithstaiidiii<,', 
ilio condition ia suilicioiilly i^rave to war- 
rant tho appointment of a commission uf 
inquiry. This lias boon done. The com- 
misaionera Will proceed to tho scbub on 
Riinday in a war ship.

Hio discHSfllon oil tlio subject of street 
w'orif, at tlio council on Wediu'-sday evoii- 
i ii;^ imasobsed an int-t!re-=it fur all.

1 1)0 city calls for imniediato and tlinriuiyh 
attention is attested by thu fact that there 
i'latj unusual ainounc of ftickiicas prevail- 
ing, of a kind that ia known to be tlio re- 
sult of had dralua;;o. In view of this well 
known faet, tho stand tak'oii by tho mayor 
waa ridiculously iinlonable. lie stilted 
that, lie saw nothing oroni.' in the streeli;.

of I'uliiable life will bo the coliBeijilcncd. 
A'ictoj-ia has ahvays b;!eii noli-d for it.i 
\vholesoine atiiio.splier.!, and llie climate is 
withioil duiihl the iiio.it li,;altliful an. I de- 
lightful on the c. ait; but if the idea once 
•rclx fi.rlh that this is a inalavial district it 
will be a hard mat tor to Wgaia fur. our city 
its pr(iati;;o as a Iionlth resort. Wo know 
that we liiive nnt a ma'arial atniospliore; 
diphtheria, typlioid and ullior fevers havo 
liecn almost niikiiown in former yeara and 
iho present slioht epidemic can be atlribur 
tetl lio noihint; but tho iie!,'lected L'uttoi'j. 
As tho oily grows it must be o.'iiieuiud that 
iiiiiro and mora attontion and mono./ will 
Jiave to bo expended on drainayo. Next, 
year the iiuesLion of a lIioroii;^h under- 
|.;roiin(l sewer sy:it.eai will havo l<i be cdii- 
eidcred; but until that can he aco iinpliah- 
ed lot us, fur decency and limlth's siko, 
keep tlio guttets and the atrcots clean.

How Ciilil'orniii AVinc is Made. 



Wc do not know of any ])laeos in the 
state where tho few aborigines still to 
ha found on tho coast oyer come near a 
wineiuakiug establishment. Their la- 
bor is not of the Iziiid desired, A class 
of native Califoriiiaiis arc sonietiines 
employed iu wiuoniakiiig, though not 
in lai'go numbers. Cliinamon arc coiir 
siderably used, both in gathuring 
grapes and in making wine, though 
'they do littlo more than feed tlio stom- 
mers and assist in placing the crushed 
gra])es in the presses. California wine 
is made universally in this state by ii 
very simjilo process, and with very few 
exceptions by the aid of ])ateiit ma- 
cliinery. 'I'lie grapes are tirst jiiissed 
through a stemiuer, which removes tiie 
stems and breaks tlio skins. Thoy aro 
then put into a jiress and hydraulic 
power is apjilied till the juice is all out. 
To stamp out tbe jiiic(! as is done in 
Italy, S[iain, and some parts of France 
would bo, with :iU the labor-saving 
machinery employed, a slow, expen- 
sive, and absurd process. Few makers 
are so p.oor that thoy oan not aftbrd a 
press. Most ownor^^of vineyards sell 
their grapes lo tho large wineries 
which have tho rofjuisilo aj)plianees for 
the pressing and fermentation. lly 
them it is sokl directly to the city mi.r- 
chants or to the makers of tiner brands 
iu the city, who blend and expoi't it. 
Pet fiaps thoro is now and then a small 
vineyardist in tho hills who raises a 
few hundred jjounds of grapiis and 
makes a little wiiio for his own use. 
Tills man may be a native Californian 
or he may be an Italian and his wino- 
making process may be very primitive. 
It is possible he may stamp all the 
grapo Julco from tho force of early 
habit, but wino so made is invariably 
consumed by tiio maker. It has no 
market v.aliie whatever.— iSaji FranciS' 
CO Vhi onick.

At this season most ot tlio Indians 
aro ofl' gathering thoir winter supply of 
salmon or laying in stores of coin by 
working iu the canneries and jiiiekiiig 
houses. Those roiuaiiiing had been 
practicing for m. great canoe race, and 
on tho arrival of the steamer tho crews 
woro gathered in and the si<;nai given. 
Kadasljafes, ono of tho Stickccn chief.s, 
commanded ono long canoe in wliich 
sixteen Indians salon each side, aiid an- 
other chief rallied tliirly-iwo followers 
for his long war canoe. 'I'liey were a 
picturesque sight as they Sfiuatted in 
the long dugouts, wearing while sliirls 
and handkerchiefs tied around their 
browSi ■■ SWldloVtliJ^^ waited each canoo 
and its croW Svas irellc'ctod in "the still 
waters that lay without aripjdo around 
tiie Htarling point near the shore. 
When the cannon on the ship's deck 
gave tho signal they shot forward liko 
arrows, the broad iiaddlcs sending the 
water in groat waves back of theui and 
sending, tno spray higli on oitlior siilo. 
Kadashaks and tho other chief sat in 
the stern to steer, and eiicouragod and 
urged on their crews with hoarse grunts 
and words of commaiul, and the In- 
dians, paddling for life, kept timo iu 
thoir strokes to a s.avage chant that 
rdso to yells and war-whoops when 
tho twa eftnoes fouled just oil' the slake 
boat." It was tho most exciting boat- 
race, and bets and enthusiasm ran 
high on the steamer's deck during its 
progress. The money lliat had bei.'ii 
subscribed by tho traders iu the town 
was divided between tiio two crews, 
and at night there was a or.and poli- 
utcft, or foast, in honor of tho I'ogalta,

No man reaches her the pareli- 
ed coro, and passes her the vinegar 
for her morsel, and uo indulgent reap- 
er sireweth her way v.'ilh handfuls of 
barley. What she gleanelli, she car- 
rietii home and hath for lier own, iiii- 
k'a--, peradventure, she hath her sis- 
tei°s husband and family lo supporl. 
She may never have any cigar stiiiiips 
to pick of! the piano, no pipe ashes to 
dust oil" the window sill; uo mmldy 
foot-tracks lo brush from the hall car- 
pet; no one lo whom alio can gladly 
give up the roekiiig-cliair and new 
magazine; no one to drag up stairs and 
|ml to beil election nii.'^hls; no one lo 
liido liiiiiself behind tiie morning ])aper 
at the breakfast lal)le; iid oik; to irei up 
iu the cold winter mornings and build 
the morning liros; she soeius lo have 
none of these joys that make her sis- 
ter's life a song. Sometimes when 1 
look at one ot tliese lone women, and 
think that she may nol know v.'lial it

oh, no. Siio oau gel plenty ot i)ie. 
liut for tlio love of some Iriio-liearied 
man. Woman's sym|)athelio, deiieiid- 
ent, trusting naturo feeds on love, and 
her lifo, lior heart, hor voieo, is never 
roused to tho broadest, fullest capacity 
for expression and action, until she has 
blessed and lilleil soiiu! man's life with 
the moasiireless riches of her niaiileii's 
lovo, and tlieii found some otiier wo- 
man's plio;oL;ra]ili ill Ids overcoat 
pocket. — lluiiiiujio.'i IJawlai/c.
